He may be the fellow who blows the mailman’s whistle down 
the street ... or drives the streetcar ... or waits on you in the 
store ...or works at the next desk in your office... or sells you 
your ticket at the railroad station, or even carries your bags. An- 
drew is all around you. 

Andrew appears on the New Testament scene but seldom. Per- 
haps we have not grasped all the significance of the appearances 
he does make. 

But first, let us begin a the beginning. 

Andrew’s boyhood home was Bethsaida of Galilee. It lay about 
70 miles north of Jerusalem on the Sea of Galiliee. It was there 
that Jesus found five of His 12 disciples—John and James, Philip, 
Peter and Andrew. 

In Bethsaida we inquire for the house of Jonas, where live the 
two brothers Peter and Andrew, who with their father operate a 
fishing boat on the Sea of Galilee. We find that Andrew is not at 
home, but they point out to us the house of Zebedee where we 
may find him. 

As we approach, we see two young men in earnest conversation 
with an old man who must be Zebedee, the father of James and 
John. The younger men are talking about a journey they hope

_A 36-year-old trucker was 
indicted for murder yester- 
day by a Gwinnett County 
Grand Jury in the Oct. 23 
slaying of his brother-in-law 
during a “family party” at 
Lawrenceville. | 

Harold L. Frachiseur, 40, prom- 
inent Lawrenceville and Atlanta 
advertising man, was slain with 
one pistol shot fired through a 
closet door where he had taken 
refuge after his brother-in-law 
rushed into Frachiseur’s home 
waving a .38-caliber pistol, Sheriff 
T. J. Johnson reported. 

Sheriff Johnson said S. C. 
Brown, Jr., has been held without 
bond since the shooting. He added 
that murder warrants against 


Brown were sworn out by two 
brothers of the dead man, Tom 
and Gordon Frachiseur. 

Witnesses said after the shot 
was fired Fachiseur staggered 
from the closet, pleaded for medi- 
cal aid, and collapsed. The victim 
died almost immediately from one 
Pistol slug near the heart. 

The Sheriff said Brown said he 
was attending a family party at 
his brother-in-law’s home and after 
a while an argument developed 
between himself, Mr. Frachiseur, 
and other guests. 

Johnson quoted Brown as say-| 
ing further that when several per- 
sons ganged up on him he left the 
party and returned to his home, a 
short distance away. 

Witnesses said sometime later 
Brown came back to his brother- 
in-law’s home, walked into the 
living room waving a pistol, and 
fired as Mr. Frachiseur made a 
dash for the closet. 

Members of the family notified 
Lawrenceville Police Chief C. T. 
Turner who detained Brown un- 
til the arrival of ‘Sheriff Johnson. 

A jury impaneled by Coroner 
F. A. Huff returned a verdict that 
“the deceased came to his death 
from pistol wounds at the hands 
of one S. C. Brown, Jr.” 

Mr. Frachiseur was well known 
in advertising circles in the South 
and for many yéars was affiliated 
with The Advertiser, weekly At- 
lanta newspaper. 

The victim is survived by his 
wife. He was a native of Gwin-| 
nett County, as is Brown.

Lewis broke the solid operator 
‘front Tuesday, the first crack in 
‘a six-month bargaining deadlock. 
He announced settlements with 
Kentucky: truck mine owners pro- 
ducing 2,333,000 tons a year. 

With yesterday's tonnage, agree- 
ments now~ have been reached 
with mine owners producing 7,- 
340.800 tons. Total tonnage pro- 
duced by mines with which Lewis 
has had contracts in the past runs 
about 450,000,000. 

Lewis withheld the identity of 
the companies which had bowed 
to his terms—a 95-cent daily wage 
increase and a 15-cent hike in 
welfare and pension royalty for 
miners. 

The new agreement, running 
from Jan. 1 to Sept. 1, 1951, would 
make the miners’ basic daily pay 
$15 and would increase the royal- 
ty to 35 cents a ton, 

If agreed to by the entire soft 
coal industry, the new welfare 
collections would yield $175,000,- 
000 a year, out of which Lewis 
‘could pay $100 monthly pensions 
to 60-year-old miners with 20 
years of service, plus other wel- 
fare benefits, 

All Lewis would say about the 
companies involved was that yes- 
terday’s batch included diggings 
in Kentucky, Indiana, Illinois and 
Ohio. 

John D. Battle, Executive Vice 
President of the National Coal 
Association, brushed off Lewis’ an- 
nouncement with the comment: 
“More of the same small gopher 
holes.” 

“Se far as we know there are 
still no well established companies 
in the fold,” Battle said. 

Whitney Budd Warner, Jr., 
Cleveland operator producing more 
than 2,000,000 tons a year from 
the Warner Collieries Company, 
disclosed that he had met with 
John Owens, Secretary-Treasurer 
of the United Mine Workers, to 
talk about a contract. 

Lewis was allowing the union’s 
negotiations with anthracite mine 
operators to go on in New York 
without him. After a two hour con- 
ference with the hard. coal opera- 
tors yesterday, UMW representa- 
tives said the three-day work week 
will be allowed to stand in those 
mines, same as in the soft coal 
pits.

Is Lewis Crowing Too 


There is room for suspicion that John 
L. Lewis is crowing too soon and too loud 
over the capitulation of a small group of 
mine operators to his wage and welfare de- 
mands.

Actually, Lewis is in considerable trou- 
ble. For 10 years prior to 1948 he zoomed 
through managerial opposition like a jet 
plane through thin air. That was a period 
when the demand for coal was growing 
constantly. 

In the year ending Oct. 1, though, a 
total of 85,203,000 tons of coal went to retail 
dealers to supply the demands of homes 
and small industry. The previous year 
retailers had sold 93,494,000 tons. And in 
1947, 98,081,000 were sold at retail. For 
1946 and 1945 the figures read 105,505,000 
and 122,492,000, respectively. 

Thus, while the pdpulation increase has 
far exceeded expectations and hundreds of 
thousands of new homes and businesses 
have been added, their consumption of 
coal has dropped approximately 30 per- 
cent in four years. Lewis himself, by con- 
stant strikes, holidays, memorials and 
just plain walkouts, has hastened the very 
situation which has reduced his bargain- 
ing power to a point where the industry 
no longer stands in awe of his threats and 
fulminations. 

If John L. now finds himself in more 
trouble than he rightly knows how to get 
out of, it is pretty much his own fault. 


Why Business Capital Is Lacking 


WASHINGTON—Sen. Joseph C. O’Mahoney, Democrat, of Wyoming, sees a threat to the pri- 
vate capitalistic system by a lack of venture capital moving into fields of business investment. Peo- 
ple with savings to invest are putting their money into “loans” instead of “ownership” in business, 


he says. 

This, he declares, makes the role government 
plays in the economic life of the people constantly 
“more important.” For éxample, the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, huge Government lend- 
ing agency, is being called upon more and more 
to make business loans which ordinarily would 
be provided by private capital. 

He makes the point that if Government securi- 
ties, into which savings are pouring at a high 
rate, are to have a sustained value, then the na- 
tional income must be sustained largely through 
a healthful flow of private venture capital into 
business and industry. 


With a view to aiding Congress in learning 
what steps might be taken “to preserve an open 
door for the investment of savings in business,” 
the Wyoming Senator Las ordered a series of 
hearings on the subject by the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on the Economic Report, of 
which he is Chairman. 


Unless private capital flows steadily inte 
the economy, “in terms of ownership as well 
as in terms of debt,” Sen. O’Mahoney says 
the private capitalistic system cannot exist. 
Preliminary studies have led him te believe 
that the majority of people with savings 
seem “more desirous of security for those 
savings than they are for large profits from 
new ventures, or even from old ventures.” 
Such people appear to be investing most of

Because of the double taxation feature, there 
isn’t much inducement today for a man to invest 
his savings in an incorporated business. Profits 
of ‘the corporation are taxed at the rate of some 
38 percent, and then the normal income tax rates 
have to be paid on any dividends distributed td 
stockholders. For people in the higher income 
brackets, this means that only a small part is left 
of every dollar earned from invested capital. 
The average person in this category would rather 
invest his savings in some form of a loan where 
little or no risk is involved. 

There is another factor in the situation, how- 
ever, not tovched on by Mr. Schram, but which 
Congress might well consider in approaching a 
solution to the problem. That is the parsimonious 
policy adopted by most corporations since the 
war in passing out dividends to stockholders. 
Too great a part of corporate earnings are being 
kept in the company chests. The stockholders 
are being given only a modest part.

: I wrote that these “indecent” or “exposure” ca 
often developed into killers or sex ecldinals It is ‘te pare 
eventually mutilate and murder children and adult women. 

I wrote, too, that the usual procedure in these cases was for 
the ‘exposure” cage or the molestation case to be turned loose 
with a small fine or short-term imprisonment of 10 to 30 days. 

Even those who commit sex murders frequently receive no 


more than a few years. 
Killers The point I was trying to make was that these men 
who try to lure young girls away from playgrounds; 
who accost young boys in parks; who frequent neighborhood 
movies, as well as downtown ones, where they try to fondle chil- 
dren or expose themselves indecently, these are the ones who, 
a few years from now, will produce the crop of killers, rapists 
and mutilaters. .The theater managers, I must Say, do a good job. 


Courts The courts don’t. One reason the courts don’t is be- 
_ Cause there are not enough laws. These people should 
be confined for life—or until competent psychiatrists say they 
are cured. A few—only a few—can be cured. 
Here is a letter from one of the mothers re- 
Turned Loose porting on the case. The case was heard a 
few hours after, the paper had appeared Carrying the comment re- 
ported above. Here’s what the mother says happened: 
“Yesterday, I witnessed what I would call a gross mis- 
carriage of justice. Parents are 1eminded continually of their 
contributing, by sheer negligence, to juvenile delinquency. 
Yet when my 6-year-old daughter and two other little girls, 10 
and 12, were molested in a neighborhood theater, the 19-year- 
old boy, who pleaded guilty in court, went scot free. 
“The other two mothers and myself went to court, ignorant 
of the procedures there adopted, not knowing we would be 
called upon to recommend punishment, or asked what we 
thought should be done. I even took my daughter there to 
identify the boy. She didn’t get inside the railing. The judge 
seemed to be taken in by the father’s sob story that he had 
neglected his son, had not been close to him, and accepted all 
the fault of this outrage upon himself. We asked for psychi- 
atric treatment rather than fines the father obviously could 
ill afford to pay. One fine was quickly suspended when the 
boy said he’d never do THAT again, and when one mother, 
knowing a fine would not help, said suspend that, too, the 
judge did that also, with no psychiatric treatment guaranteed, 
no probation, no sentence. Why didn’t they give him a ticket 
to next week’s movie? 
“What ARE we supposed to do? We call the officers, we 
appear in court and the judge asks us, ‘What do you think 
should be done?’ Doesn’t he know; isn’t that his job?. The 
case was cut and dried—the boy said he was guilty. Isn’t the 
judge supposed to pass sentence without asking our advice. 
something more than a couple of suspended fines? No wonder 
some of our little girls are found dead and mutilated, raped 
and attacked. Is this what our courts call justice?” 

I agree. The mothers were not the court. 


: This confessed sex exposure artist 
Psychiatric Treatment is free to molest other little chil- 
dren. Next time he may do worse. 

The mothers properly said they were not interested in fanes. 
They wanted something done to protect their children from any 
future threat from such a person and to protect others from any 
danger at all. 

They asked the court to see to it that the man had treatment. 

The man was turned loose, scot free, in Judge Callaway’s court. 
We don’t know what went through the court’s mind. We do know 
that if this man appears later as a murderer of some young child, 
or if some young boy or girl is abused and hurt, we will then be 
aroused and ask for something to be done. 

We earnestly suggest that courts which follow such soft- 
hearted, sentimental procedure with men who are convicted— 
especially after a plea of guilty—of sitting by children and fon- 
dling them and thereby being aroused to commit self-abuse in 
their presence, ought not to be turned scot free, without any 
parole, or sentence or guarantee of some sort of supervision. 

It is typical of the way we handle the men who each year 
commit hundréds of such crimes in every city—of which we sel- 
dom hear. We don’t hear about them until some of them kill a 
child or brutally abuse one. 

Then we demand something be done. 

The time is now—and the first start is for courts to quit 
turning them loose The second is for the legislature to do some- 
thing about it by providing laws which put them away as the 
criminally insane. They are just as dangerous. 

This case is typical. It explains why little girls are found 
dead, mutilated and raped. 

We can start by quitting the absurdity of turning these inde- 
cent exposure types loose. 

I agree. We should supply them with tickets to the movies and 
_— fare to the playgrounds and parks if we are going to turn them 
oose.

~ Two More Steps Backward 


WASHINGTON—It is time to record that the State Depart- 
ment has sheared away from the scheme for closer union between 
the United States and the British Commonwealth, which was put 
forward by George Kennan last Summer in the heat of the British 
monetary crisis. 

This development is of crucial importance, as representing a 
tentative choice between the Department’s two major schools of 
thought about American foreign relations. Kennan, the Depart- 
ment’s chief planner, is the most important figure in the school 
which must now be considered the minority. Crudely speaking, the 
Kennon view is that the Anglo-American partnership is the central 
element in the strength of the Western world, and that maintaining 


this partnership should have first priority. 
Studies For this reason, Kennan ha long believed that the 
Anglo-American partnership ought to be given more 
organic expression. As long as two years ago, when the gravity 
of Britain’s difficulties first became apparent, he prepared studies 
on the subject. And the famous “Kennan plan” for something 
like an Anglo-American union, which was put up to Secretary of 
State Acheson when Sir Stafford Cripps and Ernest Bevin came to 
Washington in September, was no more than the logical outgrowth 
of the State Department planner’s previous work on the problem. 
So far as could be judged at that time, the State Department 
here was then strongly inclined to accept the Kennan arguments. 


On the other hand, when the existence of a 
French F ears project for closer Anglo-American relations be- 
came known, the repercussions were violent. The French Govern- 
ment, always fearful of being left out in the cold, gave voice to 
the most bitter protests. And what was actually more important, 
the leading American official abroad strongly concurred. 

In fact, European ECA Chief Averell Harriman, Ambasador to 
Paris Davis Bruce and Minister to Paris Charles E. Bohlen subse- 
quently all denounced the project in the strongest terms. Their 
arguments were that nothing could disturb Paris more than any 
bilateral arrangement between Britain and this country; and that 
such an arrangement would also destroy all hope of effective Euro 
pean union. The chief men in the State Department here, who are 
always easily impressed by protests from Paris, were already 
shaken by the French Government's reaction. The support given 
the French viewpoint by Harriman, Bruce and Bohlen was appar- 
ently decisive. The project for giving organic form to the Anglo- 
American partnership has therefore been shelved. 

This in turn indicates a larger tendency of American foreign 
policy, to pursue the shadow rather than the substance. After all, 
something very like a working partnership already exists between 
this country and Britain. If the partnership is ever dissolved (as 
it may well be, by the consequences of Britain’s economic trouble) 
the whole Western front against Soviet imperialism will collapse 
in ruins. The object of the Kennan plan was precisely to avert 
this danger.

* "488 amended answer of Westbrook Pegler tothe complaint of Drew Pearson, who says 

* - "ai Pegler libeled him when he called Pearson a lying blackguard last Winter. It is my 

personal opinion that Old Droop was an awful dope to stick his neck out and, 

although I don’t enjoy their confidence and don’t know why they pulled out on him, 

I note that Pearson’s original lawyers, the fellows who filed the suit in the first place, Greenbaum, 

Wolf and Ernst, have withdrawn from the case. I think they were smart cookies to do that because 

Pegler’s answer starts right in calling him a lying blackguard all over again and, from _ that 
somewhat demure and restrained love-note, really works up to a pitch. 


The new lawyers are Poletti, Diamond, Freidin 
and MacKay, which is young FDR Jr.’s law firm. 
I had sort of looked forward to a go-around with 
Morris Ernst, of the Greenbaum and so forth 
layout, because he was the lawyer for the News- 
paper Guild back in the organizing days and we 
did a little snarling and yapping back and forth

Here he goes again: “An inclusive catalog 
of plaintiff's lies and fakeries must be foregone 
for the sake of brevity without waiver, how- 
ever, in any respect, of defendant’s intention to 
adduce proof of yet other hes and fakeries on 
the part of said plaintiff.” 

. Then, a little further: “. . . Plaintiff was 
completely without professional standards and 
wholly devoid of standing in the newspaper 
profession. . . . Defendants allege that said 
plaintiff was a faker and chronic, congenital 
and pathological liar and had been publicly so 


denounced, as was commonly known, by the late 
President of the United States and by many 
others. The Plaintiff has acquired enormous 
power by his fantastic lies over a national 
hookup by reason of his access to property, 
to wit, broadcasting channels in the atmosphere 
owned by the United States.” 


Taking up a lying statement by The Droop 
that Pegler had compromised a previous suit by 
Pearson by publishing a retraction and paying 
him a “settlement,” the answer continues: “Plain- 
tiff and his co-plaintiff (John N. Wheeler) vis- 
ited the offices of the employers of said de- 
fendant, Westbrook Pegler, and begged and plead- 
ed with said employers to permit them to with- 
draw their action before the defendant’s attor- 
neys could serve and file their amended an- 
swer.

Politics Isn't on Trial 


The flogging of seven Negroes by a hooded mob near Hooker, 
Ga., might have: gone unchallenged by the law but for the indig- 


nation of Dade County citizens. 


The indictment of 12 persons, in- 


cluding the sheriff, by a Federal Grand Jury for alleged partici- 
pation in the outrage was one of the most salutary things that has 
happened in Georgia in recent years. 


Judge Frank Hooper, presid- 
ing over the trial in Rome, Fri- 
day, freed two of the defend- 
ants on the grounds of “insuffi- 
cient evidence.” These were L. 
C. Spears, a salesman, and John 
Wilkins, Trenton City Recorder. 
Both immediately issued state- 
ments saying that the charges 
against them were a political 
frame-up. 


MR. SPEARS said: “I am 
very happy. It was all a frame- 
up. It was a political thing. I 
don’t belong to the Ku Klux 
Klan. I never have belonged 
to the Ku Kiux Klan, and Il 
never will belong to the Ku 
Klux Klan.” He is a former 
Trenton postmaster. 

Recorder Wilkins said: “My 
acquittal was no surprise. I 
should never have been indicted 
in the first place. The whole 
affair is purely political. I sup- 
ported Herman Talmadge in 
Dade County as well as the re- 
form group seeking law and or- 
der which had been absent in 
the County for many years. I 
supported all the Democratic 
nominess, which included Sher- 
iff Lynch. He was opposed hy 
Independent J. H. Batey. Pec«, 
the Ordinary, was opposed hy 
Independent Raymond Morri- 
son. Democracy won by over- 
whelming majority. This charge 
followed.” 

During the investgiation by 
private citizens into the outra- 
geous attack on the seven unof- 
fending Negroes who had com- 
mitted no offense, there were 
telephone calls to The Chatta- 
nooga Times saying that the 
whole thing was “political.”

But the Negroes had stripes 
on their backs to show that 
they had been beaten until the 
blood came. Indubitably, they 
were taken by the -mob and 
mercilessly beaten for no rea- 
son at all. 


If politics had a hand in the 
investigation that resulted in in- 
dictments, then Georgia politics 
nowadays is fighting in a wor- 
thier cause than in the past. 

Politics, heretofore, has - pre- 
vented investigations of such 
brutalities when practiced by 
hooded hoodlums. 


The .12 defendants. were in- 
dicted by a Federal Grand Jury 
and there must have been evi- 
dence to warrant the _ indict- 
ments because Federal Grand 
Juries don’t indict on political 
grounds. 


THESE MEN werc indicted 
not for being members of the 
Ku Klux Klan, but for beating 
the Negroes. There was insuffi- 
cient evidence to link Mr. Spears 
and Mr. Wilkins with the whip- 
ping party. The judge, there- 
fore, directed a verdict of not 
guilty for them. They are to be 
congratulated. Their statements, 
however, may have an influence 
in favor of the 10 other persons 
who remain on trial for the 
Hooker crime. 

Dade County politics is not on 
trial, but cruelty and lawless- 
ness on the part of a group of 
men who perpetrated one of the 
most flagrant crimes in recent 
Dade County history are on trial. 

Politics or no politics, the Ne- 
groes were beaten. 


Mrs. Truman Censors Speeches 


WASHINGTON—“You have to show me; I’m from Missouri.” 
And the Missouri gang shows him. Quite often it is Mrs, Bess 
Truman, the President’s wife, who sees to it that his speeches “read 


like Harry talks.” 

It is Donald S. Dawson, one of 
the Missourians surrounding the 
chief executive—he is attached 
to the White House administra- 
tive staff—who let out the secret 
as to the part Mrs. Truman plays 
in “blue penciling” the Presi- 
dent’s speeches. 3 

Dawson, a graduate of the 
University of Missouri, and a 
native of Eldorado Springs, re- 
cently acted as narrator of life 
in the White House. Before a 
meeting of the Univegsity of 
Missouri Alumnae Association 
he parted the curtain of secrecy 
on a number of heretofore un- 
disclosed facts. Mrs. Truman, he 
said, is the final arbiter on the 
President’s speeches. 


After the text has been pre- 
pared by White House experts 
and typed they are taken home 
by Mr. Truman to read over 
with his wife. They often are 
returned by the President for 
revision “pretty well blue pen- 
ciled.” 


Mrs. Truman is critical of 
phrases which she thinks do not 
“sound” the way the former 
Jackson County judge would say 
them. She wants them put in 


Missouri language as Mr. Tru- 
man would utter them. 


Mr. Dawson told of Mr. Tru- | 


man’s busy schedule starting at 
5:30 o’clock in the morning and 
ending when he retires between 
10 and 11 o’clock at night. 

“The whole secret of the Pres- 
ident’s charm is that he has not 
one idta of sham or pretense,” 
Dawson said. “He knows that he 
is doing his’ level best. I have 
never seen him angry or lose his 
temper.” 

The President rises between 5 
and 5:30 each morning, he said. 
When he was at Fort Sill, Okla., 
as an Army officer in World 
War I, Mr. Truman arose so 
early he awakened the bugler, 
Dawson related as one of the 
President’s favorite explana- 
tions for early rising.

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A Question for 
The Professors

Though I may be scourged for the sug- 

gestion, it is just possible college would 

do well to encourage the formation of parent-teacher or 

ganizations within their structures, if only to advise them 
of the little ways in which they err with their students. 


Universities are institutions of higher learning, and they have 
long since taken a very aloof view of some of the problems that 
beset parents of their students, oblivious to the worry that comes 
as Junior loses the fine flush of studiousness developed in high 
school, and exchanges it for a veneer of worldliness involving ex- 
pensive parties, orchids, automobiles, late hours and the dan- 
gerous sophistry of social drinking. 

They have assumed that the college student is a mature person, 
no longer to be sheltered from any of the pitfalls of life, and that 
their main job is to train sgrious men and women. 

This might do all right, except that colleges do not completely 
abstain from social leadership. Knowing that youths need recrea- 
tion and that a cheerless college does not develop well-adjusted 
scholars, they give their tacit approval to festivities. By ignoring 
certain situations, they condone them. Let the parents beware, 
they infer, we are teachers not governesses. 

This practice would be more acceptable if college freshmen 
or sophomore were, in fact, the grown-ups colleges assume them 
to be. Does maturity come at 17 or 18 years? Every psychologist 
knows that it does not, and that this age is only a few months 
removed from the most turbulent adolescence with its deep urge 
to follow the crowd, regardless of the future. 

The following letter came, signed by an Atlanta mother, who, 
for family relationship with her son, could not permit her signa- 
ture to be used. It speaks for many another parent: 


My 18-year-old son is a freshman in one of Atlanta’s : 
leading colleges. Although he did (barely) pass in high 
school he has never learned to study. High school fraterni- 
ties, girls and sports were his main interests then. Now 
he is failing three main subjects, and it doesn’t seem to 
concern him enough to make him seriously concentrate on 
his work, exclusive of everything else. 

He was pledged to one of the leading fraternities and the 
activities pertaining thereto are the main things in his life 
at present. The formal dance on Friday night not only re- 
quired a tuxedo, orchid and the family car filled with gaso- 
line, but kept him out until 3:30 a. m. Saturday. Incidentally, 


he has Saturday morning classes.

($10). This is roughly about two- 
thirds of a month’s salary for a 
white collar girl in Frankfurt. 

Although Frankfurt, silently 
moving in robot-like activity 
against a ghastly background of 
piled dead stones, has virtually 
no social life, its women have 
‘hopes and plans. 

The new prosperity in Frank- 
furt is among the beer barons, 
for German beer is once again 
being exported to the world. 
Frau Hans Schubert, wife of one 
of these successful businessmen, 
told me: 

“There haven’t been any large 
evening affairs since the war, 
of course. But this Winter some 
charity balls and concerts are 
being planned, so I’ve ordered 
an evening dress.” 

Frau Schubert, a _ luscious 
blonde, not fat but rounded in 
the best Teutonic candy4ox tra- 
dition, has an elaborate ward- 
robe that started from scratch 
two years ago and was made al- 
most entirely by Toni Schiesser, 
a well-known Frankfurt cou- 
turier who adapts French mod- 
els for the German taste. 

That taste—among what is 
left of the German aristocracy 
and high bourgeoisie—is still 
for the pretty-pretty, with plen- 
ty of frank allure. 

At the opposite end of the
